Klop- 
inan's Hat at 1-14 Jiust Flftuonlh Ktrcpt, 
arc now practically unanimous in Hie 
liellet thai Antonio Feoru.ru, the miss- 
ing Italian shoemaker, I.i tlio murderer. 
Yesterday, at 22 Mulberry strict, the 
deteclives arrested Antonio 
Fcorara. 


He stayed arrested about fifteen min- 
utes, he was the wrong' Antonio.

Gallagher made tin; arrest. They line",

Through Italian sources, Potroslnl grot

"I arrest you for the murder of Mrs. 


Klopman. and Georse I'modicr." saltl

"What In thunder is the matter with 


you?" sold the- prisoner, not exactly In 
those 
words, but 
in 
their 
Italian 


equivalent. 


His'face didn't exactly mutch 
the 


photographs of 
the 
suspected 
men 


which hare been collected from this 
room and his friends, but one can't al- 
ways tell l)y a pholograpli. The sleuths 
look him before some acquaintances of 
the 
missing .shoemaker, 
who pro- 


nounced him 111", wrong man. 
It was 


nothing more limn a coincidence in 
names. 


Jn the meantime there came n. curi- 


ous development in the shape of two 
letters, mallorl at Philadelphia and ad- 
orcssed to "Mr. Klopman" nnd "Mr. 
Fricke" at the Klormiui 
home. 
The 


police are silent about the contents, 
but Cnpt. Gallagher thought, enough of 
them to send two detei-tives to Phila- 
delphia at once. The detectives 
say 


that they have still .•mother clue which 
may brim; them to Feorara before to- 
nis'hl. 
The statement of George Klopman, 


husband of the woman, minlc on 
the 


night of . the 
murder 
and 
accusing 


J.'eornra, was taken at 'first, to h e ' a 
wild fish story. As Ihe coroner and de- 
tectives followed it up, however, it was 
corroborated at every point. The in- 
fatuation of the Italian for Mrs. Klop- 
man was a matter of gossip among the 
neighbors. So was their strange elope- 
ment to Boston, and Klopman's sub- 
sequent forgiveness. 
Following this 


line they discovered tha.t the Italian 
ha* made fro attempts at suicide in 
the last year. On-Dec. 13 he was found 
asphyxiated and 
revived. When 
he 


came around, Feorari stoutly 
main- 


tained that it was an accident. The 
neighbors talked differently to a detec- 
tive who looked the matter up. They 
said that the Italian was in love with 
•n married woman. He was discharged 
from the hospital next day. From this 
circumstance It is thought possible that 
If Ihe Italian did commit the murder he. 
followed It up by going to some out of 
the way place and killing himself. 


Feorara's continued absence strength- 


ens the case against him. He was seen 
lust before the murder leaving his 
rooms al 143 Enst Fifteenth street, just 
opposite the Klopman apartments. He 
disappeared around the corner of the 
house at 144. 
A few minutes later a 


Mrs. Sechrist, who !ives in the 
flat 


above, saw a young man climbing the 
rear firee scape lo the Klopman flat. 
Her description of him tallies with that 
of Feorara. That Is the last trace of 
him that the police can find. 


Coroner Goldenkranz says that he 


haiicved Klopman's • story 
from 
the 


first, and that it Is ridiculous to hold 
him. However, he has been held until 
Wednesday.
